Gar- 
ceau was picked up, hours later, by 
the seiner which sighted the wreck- 
age 20 miles south by southeast of 
Minot's Light at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning. 


Miss Munsell's body was found

The supreme court, however, is the 
agency to construe the 
statutes, 


and its opinions are entitled to the 
fullest respect and observance by 
all inferior agencies of the judicial 
department. 
We feel it our 'duty 


to apply without hesitation or quib- 
bling the opinion so carefully writ- 
ten by Judge Greenwood." 


Love Case Citod. 


The opinion cites the Love case, 


in which Thomas 
B. Love 
was 


granted a writ of mandamus by 
the supreme court to compel the 
state executive committee to print 
his name aa a Democratic candi- 
date for governor. 
It points out 


that like in the Love case, the "only- 
legal objection to names 
of the

11.—(£>)—Ralph E. Fleagle 
has paid with his life for his 
part in the slaying of four 
men and the $219,000 rob- 
bery of the First National

of Lamar in May,

The gallows trap was sprung on 


the white-haired bandit leader at 
8:03 p. m., yesterday at the state 
prison. 
He was pronounced dead 


by the prison physician 13 1-2 min- 
utes later. 


Although obviously making 
an 


effort to appear 
composed 
and 


calm as he walked from his cell to 
the execution chamber, Fleagle dis- 


' Splayed no indications of a break- 
Tiown. 
Until the time the black 


cap was adjusted over his head and 
the noose tightened around 
his 


neck, the desperado maintained his 
coolness. 


Fleagle stood firmly on the 
ce- 


ment floor of the death house as 
the straps wore adjusted around 
his legs. He made no sign as the 
belt and straps were placed in posi- 
tion, pinning his arms to his sides. 


Less than an h"ur before he was 


hanged Fleagle embraced the Cath- 
olic faith. 
He was baptized in his 


cell by the Rev. Father Regis Bar- 
rett, prison chaplain, and received 
the sacraments of the church. 


Fleagle was saying 
his rosary 


with Father Barrett at the moment 
a guard appeared at the cell to no- 
tify the doomed man the execu- 
tion chamber was ready. 


As the guards stepped forward to 


make final preparations, Fleagle 
spoke: "God bless you, warden," 
and then, turning to Father Bar- 
rett, "God bless you, Father," and 
then finally, "Jesus have mercy on 
my soul."

Independence, 


about honesty—then the response 
of that complex to a stimulus will 
be as inevitable as the chemical 
reaction between an acid and an 
alkaline substance. 


The main thing to remember Is 
this 
inevitability 
of such 
cause 


and effect. 
You can count on it 


just as you can count 
on the 


chemical 
reaction. 
The more 
I 


react to the complex of justice, 
the easier it becomes 'or me to 
be always just.

It was announced that Mr. Al-

The county chairman began his 


talk with a definition of a farmer 
which he credited to a writer jf 
several centuries past, in which tho 
tiller of the soil was termed 
"a 


numerous animal, that 
runs In 


hunches by himself, and refuses to 
co-operate even though the *vorld 
depends on his products." 


What can the dirt farmer expect, 


the speaker demanded, if he com- 
petes all the time with his neigh- 
bor, and refuses to co-operate. He 
declared that the city-farmer of 
landlord could do little unless the 
dirt farmer would aid. Ho declared 
that for the first time in history 
the federal government 
was 
at- 


tempting to aid the farmer, but 
that it would be impossible unless 
the farmers would help by organis- 
ing. Ho declared that the 
eoplo 


should quit complaining unless they 
were willing to do something to 
assist themselves.

Cotton Breeder Favors Plan.

Turning to tho mam pnrticm at 


his remarks, Henry declared that

Deviating from the regular trend 


of his remarks, he paid his compli- 
ments to Senator Thomas B. Love, 
who is seeking the gubernatorial 
nomination in Texas, who, he said, 
had attacked him in Erath county. 
Henry declared that Tom Love v.-as 
not a Democrat, and was running 
on the prohibition ticket. 


Pa.ys Respects to Sheppard. 
The speaker spent consiueiab'.e 


time in a discussion of the 28 years 
Kheppard has spent in 
congress 


and the United States senate and 
at the same time was one of the 
leading officials in the Woodman 
of the World lodge and order. He 
declared that he could not do jus- 
tice to both jobs and should retire 
from the senate. He declared that 
prohibition was Shcppard's hobby, 
was all he 
talked 
and dreamed 


about. He spoke of the bill intro- 
duced by Sheppard, which did not 
pass, making it a felony for 
the 


purchaser of liquor as well as for 
the seller. He declared that Shep- 
pard wanted to send tho boys of 
the country to prison and jail for 
buying a pint 
of liquor. 
'That 


would put half of the people in 
the countiy in jail or prison," Hen- 
ry declared. 


He declared that Sheppard was 


heing supported by Bishop James 
Cannon and others in the reform 
group. 
He declared that Cannon 


had openly defied and insulted the 
United States senate over the $63,- 
000 and had refused to tell what he 
did with it, hut at the same time, 
was advocating the sending of 
a 


young boy to tho penitentiary for 
the purchasing of n pint of whiskey. 


Early Prohibition Kfforts. 


The speaker outlined the early ef- 


forts that were made by the Anti- 
Saloon League and other associa- 
tions opposed to the liquor traffic 
in that they only desired the con- 
gress to aid them in the securing 
ot' stntc regulations in 
tho

question, maintaining that it was 
ftrictly according to the cnnstiu- 
tion that it should be handled by 
the states, risking only that 
the 


federal government aid in the pro- 
tection of the dry Elates against 
the we{. stnte.-.

Henry em- 
phatically declared, and he called 
attention to the drinking by boys,
